SCIENTISTS' SCHEMES. 


THEIR PLANS FOR EXTERMINATING 


THE MOSQUITO.

Strange to say, 
this mosquito destroyer is even more posi- 
tively repulsive, and more feared by humans 
than is the dragon fly. It is the spider, who, 
if this naturalist knows himself, or rather 
his subject, is not a vicious or poisonous in- 
sect. He does not believe that spiders bite 
human beings. On the contrary, be leads 
one to suspect that this industrious creature 
spins his -webs with the dual purpose of 
catching his daily food and relieving man 
and beast of their tormentors. If Dr. Mo- 
Cook, who presents the spider theory in The 
North American Review, is on the right

tected, but his presence hi all the house will 
be encouraged and bis webs will be jealously 
guarded as the canopy that will entrap the 
mosquito who reurdereth sleep and stabs us

that the attic window, owing to too thorough 
work oa the part of the painter, wouldn't 
open far enough to get a kitten through, he 
determined to go to sleep that night as usual.

Thief Nurseries. 


It is undeniable that the lodging houses of 


the city of New York have a powerful ten- 
dency to produce, foster and increase crime. 
Instead of being places where respectable peo- 
ple, reduced in circumstances or temporarily 
short of money, can secure a clean bed for a 
small amount of money, they have come to 
be very largely frequented by thieves and 
other criminals of the lowest class, who lodge 
hi these resorts regularly and here consort 
together and lay their plans for crimes of one 
sort or another. But this is not the worst 
feature of the matter. Take the case of a 
young man who runs away from his homo in 
the country, or for any reason finds himself 
stranded in the great city. In searching for 
a cheap place to lodge in he naturally drifts 
into one of these lodging houses, and it is 
almost inevitable that association with the 
people who make these places their headquar- 
ters will corrupt him. In nine cases out of 
ten—I am quite confident that this propor- 
tion is not too large—he turns out a thief or 
a burglar, if, Indeed, he does not sooner or 
later become a murderer. Hundreds of in- 
stances of this kind occur every year.—In- 
spector Byrnes in North American Review.

ID answer to a request made recently at 
Carson City, I send yon in this form what 
little information I bave of tbe so-culled 
pictured rocks of Nevada. 


The oat annexed is one that was made 


from a carefully drawn pencil sketch of 
such a rock on the Carson river, about 
eight miles below old Fort Churchill. 


It is the largest and most important one 


ot a groap of a similar character. It is 
basaltic, about four feet high and equally 
broad. Several snob rocks lie half a mile 
east of Verdi, a station on the Central Pa- 
cific, about ten miles west of Reno, 
The 


largest one is a couple of rods so nth of the 
r-or bunk. It is eight feet long, fiva and 
n L .U feet across and fully five feat thick. 
It ia of a dark reddish or dirty brown color, 
ami very heavy. The formation seems to 
pnrtake of lavn, and all the marked bonld- 
erg have been worn smooth by water. AH 
around lio similar rocks together with 
large aud small boulders of pnre granite. 
The rock spoken of has an obioug hole 
about two inches by fonr and sixteen inches 
deep at tha left end, which has been chip- 
ped out before the lines weie drawn, if it 
was not some form ot tbe ancient mill 
which id so common, as it seems to ba the 
starting point for the whole scheme of the 
artist. The rook lies with a broad, smooth 
face at an angle towards the south and its top 
and southeast tide are covered with lines and 
marks that convey to the present gene-ra- 
tion no intelligence whatever, so far as I 
can learn, 


A line half au inch wide starts at the 


hole en the left and sweeping downward 
baa a sort of border for the work until it 
ceaohes midway of tha rook, when it sud- 
denly turns up ami mingles with the liiero- 
glypht'ja MJQVO.

Thr 
features are all plain enough. A deer's 
head it joined to a patchwork that has 
something that might be taken for four 
legs beneath it. Bird claws show cp in 
two or three places, bat no bird is near 
them. Snaky figarea run promiscnonslj 
through the whole thing, A circle at the 
right end has spokes joiniog at tbe center, 
which ran out and lose themselves in the 
maze outside. The whole thing is a crazy 
looking mess of staff that may bave meant 
something once, bnt if it did it mast have 
taken a long time to learn tbe art of read- 
ing it. 


The bast known and largest collection of 


marks that I know of cover a large, smooth 
ledge at Hopkins' Soda Springs, twelve 
miles south of the Summit, on the C. F. 
E. B,. The rook is much the same in char- 
acter as those I have described, but the 


Mrs. Lindsay, an intelligent lad; who has 
given the subject considerable attention, 
suggests that the marks may have beep 
coca covered with bright-colored pigments, 


HO they conld be seen from the Br.rrounding 
mountains and serve oa guides to wander- 
ers. 
She thinks the textore of the rocks 


was changed by the dreg, as no moss grows 
over tho marks, DO matter how thickly the 
rest of the stone may be covered. It ia 
hardly likely that the work was done with- 
out some motive besides the simple love ot 
doing it, and it was well and carefully Jone, 
too, showiug much patience, and donbless 
consumed a good deal ot time, a- Ihe tools 
were poor. 
Whoever it was, he wasted no 


time on the numerous granite boulders and 
ledges found scattered all around, or, if he 
did cut them, time long since removed every 
trace of bia work. 
Many of the relics are 


found high np in the Sierra Nevada range* 
where even tb* ouglo-Saxon oaonot spend 
his Winters, bat abandons bis mine or 
stock ranch to snow and desolation from 
October tilt Jane enob year. 
A large ledge 


is marked near Meadow lake, in Nevada 
connty, and in the State of Xevada the? 
cover a route extending from the sootheaa 
to the northwest corner of th* State, cross 
ing the line into California in Modocconnt; 
aad leaving a string of samples clear across 
the Madeline plains. Eight miles belo 
Belmont, inNye county,Nov., an immense 
rook, which at some time has fallen into 
the canyon from the porphyry ledge above 
it, has a patch of marks nearly twenty fee 
square. It is so high that a man on horse- 
back cannot reach the top.

groundwork in this case is a solid ledge 
ten feet one way and perhaps forty the 
other, all closely covered with rude char- 
acters and many of which seem to point to 
human figures, animals, reptiles, etc. The 
ledge lies at an angle of 45 degrees, and 
mnft have bean a tempting place for a lazy 
aitist who chanced that way. 


Many other places oa the Traokee river 


have snob, rooks, all very much alike, and 
ytt each bearing its own distinct features 
in the marking. Near the Verdi rook 
spoken ol above He two others, the larger 
of which has lines originating in a hole at 
the upper right hand corner, all running 
in tangents aud angles, making a double- 
headed kind of an arrangement of maty- 
headed arrows, pointing three ways. A 
snail-like scroll lios between the two arms, 
bnt does not toaoh them. Below are 
blotches, as if ths artist had tried bis tools. 


This region ban been roamed over by the 


Wasboe Indians I rom a remote period, bnt 
ndne of them know anything about these 
works. One who has gray hair, and more 
wrinkles than hnir, who is bent with age 
and %ho is said to be a hundred years old, 
was led to the spot. He said he saw them 
a "heap long time ago," when he was only 
a "few Summers" old, and they looktd 
then jaot as they di now.
